Our Army con- 
fifts but of 12000 Mew, tho’ joyn’d by the Troops 
commanded by the Cuevalier d’ Asfeld ; and we 
reckon that 2fter we have joyn’d the other Army 
which the Duke de Noailles has brought ouc of 
Reufillon into Catalonia, we fhallin all hardly make 
up 20000 Men.
